Matters arising. Mains water supply. 


Residents are still experiencing difficulties due to 
low pressure of the mains water supply, and the 
meeting asked that this be again reported to Mr. 
Scarlett. 


Nottingham Road-Ratcliffe Road Junction, Loughborough. 


Considerable traffic queues are still forming at this 
road junction, and Mr.Lodge stated that he will be 
looking into this with the County District Surveyor. 


Chairman's The Chairman gave a brief outline of the Parish 

Report. Council's work during the past year, mentioning the 
continued financial support given to the Burton 
Playing Field Association with their annual running 
costs, and also to the financial help given to the 


Burton Village Hall Management Committee in 
maintaining the fabric of the Village Hall. 

The Chairman also gave details of a car sharing 
scheme which the Parish Council has recently 
introduced in the Parish, mainly to enable people to 


‘get to the Medical Centre at Barrow-upon-Soar. 

Finally the Chairman reported on the financial 
requirements for 1981-2, this amounted to £2600.00
